tariffs. 

o The Trump Administration has begun the process to expand the sale of E15, or gasoline 
containing 15 percent ethanol, to year round. 

• Under President Trump, the United States will no longer accept bad trade deals and unfair trade 
practices that harm American workers and industries. 

o One of the President’s first actions after taking office was withdrawing the United States

• Rep. Cheri Bustos (D-IL): “If we have a partial wall. If we have fencing. If we have technology used 
to keep our border safe. All of that is fine.” 

• Rep. Steny Hoyer (D-MD) When asked about a wall working responds “Obviously they work”. 

• Rep. Debbie Dingell (D-MI): “You would be surprised at the amount of money people are willing 
to put into border security and it would contain many things.... If there are places that some kind 
of barrier should be part of it, then that’s part of it.” 

• Asked if the Democratic House leadership is willing to spend $5.7 billion on a wall or border 
security. House Majority Whip Jim Clyburn (D-SC): “We maybe, so as long as there’s supporting 
evidence that that’s what’s required.”

BORDER SECURITY 

"To every member of Congress: Pass a bill that ends this crisis. To every citizen: Call Congress and tell them to 
finally, after all of these decades, secure our border. This is a choice between right and wrong, justice and 
injustice. This is about whether we fulfill our sacred duty to the American citizens we serve."- President

PRESIDENTIAL LEADERSHIP: President Donald J. Trump is showing strong leadership by 
working with Congress to find a solution to reopen our government and secure the border. 

• The President is solving the decades old problem of border security. 

• The negotiation team tasked by President Trump has been working with Republicans and 
Democrats to find a compromise to reopen the government while providing border security. 
















• The President is bringing together the best ideas from both sides to come up with solution to a 
complex problem. 

RESPONSIBLE GOVERNMENT FUNDING: The bipartisan and common sense legislation 
proposed by President Trump will reopen our government and secure the border.

32,284 families and unaccompanied children. Just six months prior. Border Patrol 
apprehended only 13,164 families and unaccompanied children. 

• The country still faces serious immigration issues that need a permanent solution, including 
interior enforcement, asylum reform, worksite verification, the 11 million people living in the 
country unlawfully, and moving toward a merit-based immigration system. 

o Once the government is open and the immediate crisis is addressed. President Trump 
will hold weekly bipartisan meetings to reform our immigration system.

CRISIS AT THE BORDER: President Trump continues to stress the need to pass 
legislation that will address the security and humanitarian crises on our Southern 
Border. 

• The United States Southern Border is overwhelmed with illegal immigration, gang violence, 
crime, drugs, and human trafficking. 

• President Trump has requested a modest amount of funding to address these issues while 
Democrats continue to resist in the name of politics. 

• We cannot keep our country safe without adequate funding for Border security, including a 
physical barrier and increased in funding for law enforcement.

On January 4, President Trump sent a letter to Members of Congress on the need to secure the 
border. The President also attached a presentation from Secretary of Homeland Security Kirstjen 
Nielsen, which is outlined below.

As the presentation makes clear, current funding levels, resources, and authorities are woefully 
inadequate to meet the scope of the problem. We are no longer in a status quo situation at the 
Southern Border but in a crisis situation. Status quo funding is not enough. 

• In fiscal year (FY) 2018,17,000 adults at the border with existing criminal records were 
arrested by Customs and Border Protection (CBP) and border agents. 

• In FY2017 and FY2018, ICE officers arrested approximately 235,000 aliens on various criminal 
charges or convictions within the interior of the United States—including roughly 100,000 for 
assault, 30,000 for sex crimes, and 4,000 for homicides. 

• We are now averaging 60,000 illegal and inadmissible aliens a month on our Southern Border. 

• Last month alone, more than 20,000 minors were smuggled into the United States. 

• The immigration court backlog is nearly 800,000 cases. 

• There has been a 2,000 percent increase in asylum claims over the last five years, with the 
largest growth coming from Central America—while around 9 in 10 claims from Central 
American migrants are ultimately rejected by the immigration courts, the applicant has long 
since been released into the interior of the United States. 

• In FY2017, roughly 135,000 illegal and inadmissible family units arrived from Central America. 
Of those, less than 2 percent have been successfully removed from the country due to a 
shortage of resources and glaring loopholes in our federal laws. 

• So far in FY2019, we have seen a 280 percent increase in family units from FY2018. 

• 300 Americans are killed every week from heroin—90 percent of which floods across our 
Southern Border. 

• Illegal immigration is a humanitarian crisis: 1 in 3 migrant women is sexually assaulted on the 
journey northward to the U.S. border; 50 illegal migrants a day are referred for emergency 
medical care; and CBP rescues 4,300 people a year who are in danger and distress. 






what You Need To Know | By the Numbers: The Urgent Border Crisis Facing Our 
Nation 

As Democrats in Congress refuse to provide funding to secure the border, we continue 
to face an urgent crisis of illegal immigration. 

• Over 60,000 migrants have arrived at our border each of the last three months. 

• Of those 60,000, around 85% illegally crossed our border and 15% presented themselves at a 
port of entry without documents. 

Loopholes in our immigration system are enticing more and more illegal alien minors 
and families to flood to our southern border. 

• In recent years, we have seen a staggering increase in the percentage of illegal alien minors and 
illegal alien families crossing our border. 

• Up until 2012, over 90% of arrivals were single adults and the vast majority were from Mexico. 

o In December, family unit aliens and unaccompanied alien minors made up just under 
two-thirds (65%) of all crossings. 

• Last year family unit aliens and unaccompanied alien minors made up 40% of all crossings, far 
surpassing the previous record of 28%. 

Customs and Border Protection is encountering a growing number of children at the 
border and continues to refer a large number for medical care. 

• Customs and Border Protection encountered an estimated 22,000 children last month. 

o Of those 22,000, more 4,000 of them were 5 and under. 

• Border Patrol is referring approximately 50 cases a day to medical providers. 

o Border Patrol referred more than 80 cases to a medical provider just on December 26^^. 

• From December 22 through December 30, Border Patrol referred 451 cases to a medical 
provider, the majority of whom were children. 

o Border Patrol referred 259 children to a medical provider.

Dear President Trump: 

As Vietnamese-American elected officials representing the largest Vietnamese community 
outside of Vietnam, we are writing to share our concerns about the possible deportation of 
Vietnam War refugees. 

Deporting Vietnam War refugees will have a severe and irreversible human impact. After the 
Vietnam War, American families opened their homes to 1.3 million Vietnamese families, like 
our own, who are now an integral part of the economy and social fabric of this nation. Since that 
time, the United States has maintained a policy that provides those escaping Communism from 
Vietnam and other Southeast Asian countries would be provided asylum and eventually 
permanent residency status in the United States. Without this asylum policy, Vietnamese who 
fled before normalization would be turned over to and be victimized by the oppressive regime 
that still claims Vietnam to this day. 

Like you, we recognize that national security comes first, but prior immigration policies were 
implemented with particular recognition of the unique circumstances that Southeast Asian 
reftigees face. When returned to their countries of origin, these refugees would be blacklisted 
and denied basic human rights. This is not a perceived threat; it is, in fact, a national policy of 
the government of Vietnam. While violent criminals who have shown an unwillingness to 
rehabilitate themselves should be deported, the vast majority of the group who would be affected 
by the new policy are productive members of our community, who have paid their price to 
society and remade their lives with families and careers. Requiring these thousands of reftigees, 
who have made mistakes in the past, and their families to be condemned one again to a lifetime 
of poverty and recrimination is the human impact we cannot ignore. 

If arriving in the U.S. at an early age, these reftigees would be "returned" to countries they never 
really knew and would make them victims of exploitation and abuse. We believe a thoughtful 
evaluation process that would take into account the successful rehabilitation of these refugees 
would go a long way in addressing the humanitarian tragedy that would surely befall people who 
have suffered greatly throughout their lives by events that were out of their control. 




As Vietnamese political refugees who have become a County Supervisor and a California State 
Assemblyman, we are examples of how immigrants give back to this great country we call home. 
We ask that you reconsider your policy regarding the repatriation of former Vietnamese 
refugees.

• Rep. Cheri Bustos (D-IL): “If we have a partial wall. If we have fencing. If we have technology used 
to keep our border safe. All of that is fine.” 

• Rep. Steny Hoyer (D-MD) When asked about a wall working responds “Obviously they work”. 

• Rep. Debbie Dingell (D-MI): “You would be surprised at the amount of money people are willing 
to put into border security and it would contain many things.... If there are places that some kind 
of barrier should be part of it, then that’s part of it.” 

• Asked if the Democratic House leadership is willing to spend $5.7 billion on a wall or border 
security. House Majority Whip Jim Clyburn (D-SC): “We maybe, so as long as there’s supporting 
evidence that that’s what’s required.”

• $5.7 billion to fund a steel barrier system, including embedded investments in technology and 
roads, on our southern border in the priority areas cited by Border Patrol. 

o This is in addition to the more than 115 miles of barriers already built, replaced, or 
contracted under President Trump. 

• $805 million for technology, canines, and personnel to help stop the flow of illegal drugs, 
weapons and other contraband. This includes: 

o $675 million for drug detection inspection technology to help secure our ports of entry, 
o $130 million for canine units, training, personnel and portable scanners to help deter 
and detect smuggled narcotics, weapons, and other dangerous materials. 

• $800 million dollars in humanitarian assistance, medical support, and new temporary housing. 

• $782 million to hire an additional 2,750 border agents, law enforcement officers, and staff. 

• $563 million to support our immigration court system, including hiring 75 new immigration 
judge teams to reduce the immigration court backlog of 800,000 cases. 

BIPARTISAN SOLUTION: As part of President Trump's willingness to compromise to reopen the 
government, he is proposing to grant provisional status to current DACA and Temporary 
Protected Status (TPS) recipients. 

• Provisional status will be granted for three years for current DACA recipients, covering 
700,000 illegal immigrants brought here by their parents at a young age. 

o This status will give them access to work permits, social security numbers, and 
protection from deportation. 

• Provisional status will be granted to certain current TPS recipients for three years, providing 
300,000 immigrants whose protected status is facing expiration more certainty as Congress 
works on a larger immigration deal. 

IMMEDIATE CRISIS: President Trump's proposal would solve the immediate security and 
humanitarian crisis at our southern border, but would not solve all of our immigration challenges. 

• America faces an immediate humanitarian crisis from our unsecured border. 

o According to a 2017 Doctors Without Borders Report, more than 30 percent of women 
are sexually assaulted on the trek to the border, 
o On average, the United States Border Patrol refers approximately 50 individuals to a 
hospital or medical provider, including children who cross the border in need of 
medical attention. 

o The number of families and unaccompanied children crossing the border illegally has 
grown dramatically in recent months. This past December, Border Patrol apprehended 
32,284 families and unaccompanied children. Just six months prior. Border Patrol 
apprehended only 13,164 families and unaccompanied children. 

• The country still faces serious immigration issues that need a permanent solution, including 
interior enforcement, asylum reform, worksite verification, the 11 million people living in the 
country unlawfully, and moving toward a merit-based immigration system. 

o Once the government is open and the immediate crisis is addressed. President Trump 
will hold weekly bipartisan meetings to reform our immigration system.

The President also attached a presentation from Secretary of Homeland Security Kirstjen 
Nielsen, which is outlined below.

As the presentation makes clear, current funding levels, resources, and authorities are woefully 
inadequate to meet the scope of the problem. We are no longer in a status quo situation at the 
Southern Border but in a crisis situation. Status quo funding is not enough. 

• In fiscal year (FY) 2018,17,000 adults at the border with existing criminal records were 
arrested by Customs and Border Protection (CBP) and border agents. 

• In FY2017 and FY2018, ICE officers arrested approximately 235,000 aliens on various criminal 
charges or convictions within the interior of the United States—including roughly 100,000 for 
assault, 30,000 for sex crimes, and 4,000 for homicides. 

• We are now averaging 60,000 illegal and inadmissible aliens a month on our Southern Border. 

• Last month alone, more than 20,000 minors were smuggled into the United States. 

• The immigration court backlog is nearly 800,000 cases. 

• There has been a 2,000 percent increase in asylum claims over the last five years, with the 
largest growth coming from Central America—while around 9 in 10 claims from Central 
American migrants are ultimately rejected by the immigration courts, the applicant has long 
since been released into the interior of the United States. 

• In FY2017, roughly 135,000 illegal and inadmissible family units arrived from Central America. 
Of those, less than 2 percent have been successfully removed from the country due to a 
shortage of resources and glaring loopholes in our federal laws. 

• So far in FY2019, we have seen a 280 percent increase in family units from FY2018. 

• 300 Americans are killed every week from heroin—90 percent of which floods across our 
Southern Border. 

• Illegal immigration is a humanitarian crisis: 1 in 3 migrant women is sexually assaulted on the 
journey northward to the U.S. border; 50 illegal migrants a day are referred for emergency 
medical care; and CBP rescues 4,300 people a year who are in danger and distress. 






what You Need To Know | By the Numbers: The Urgent Border Crisis Facing Our 
Nation 

As Democrats in Congress refuse to provide funding to secure the border, we continue 
to face an urgent crisis of illegal immigration. 

• Over 60,000 migrants have arrived at our border each of the last three months.

BORDER SECURITY 

"To every member of Congress: Pass a bill that ends this crisis. To every citizen: Call Congress and tell them to 
finally, after all of these decades, secure our border. This is a choice between right and wrong, justice and 
injustice. This is about whether we fulfill our sacred duty to the American citizens we serve."- President

PRESIDENTIAL LEADERSHIP: President Donald J. Trump is showing strong leadership by 
working with Congress to find a solution to reopen our government and secure the border. 

• The President is solving the decades old problem of border security. 

• The negotiation team tasked by President Trump has been working with Republicans and 
Democrats to find a compromise to reopen the government while providing border security. 


















• The President is bringing together the best ideas from both sides to come up with solution to a 
complex problem. 

RESPONSIBLE GOVERNMENT FUNDING: The bipartisan and common sense legislation 
proposed by President Trump will reopen our government and secure the border.

• The country still faces serious immigration issues that need a permanent solution, including 
interior enforcement, asylum reform, worksite verification, the 11 million people living in the 
country unlawfully, and moving toward a merit-based immigration system. 

o Once the government is open and the immediate crisis is addressed. President Trump 
will hold weekly bipartisan meetings to reform our immigration system.

CRISIS AT THE BORDER: President Trump continues to stress the need to pass 
legislation that will address the security and humanitarian crises on our Southern 
Border. 

• The United States Southern Border is overwhelmed with illegal immigration, gang violence, 
crime, drugs, and human trafficking. 

• President Trump has requested a modest amount of funding to address these issues while

On January 4, President Trump sent a letter to Members of Congress on the need to secure the 
border. The President also attached a presentation from Secretary of Homeland Security Kirstjen 
Nielsen, which is outlined below.

As the presentation makes clear, current funding levels, resources, and authorities are woefully 
inadequate to meet the scope of the problem. We are no longer in a status quo situation at the 
Southern Border but in a crisis situation. Status quo funding is not enough. 

• In fiscal year (FY) 2018,17,000 adults at the border with existing criminal records were 
arrested by Customs and Border Protection (CBP) and border agents. 

• In FY2017 and FY2018, ICE officers arrested approximately 235,000 aliens on various criminal 
charges or convictions within the interior of the United States—including roughly 100,000 for 
assault, 30,000 for sex crimes, and 4,000 for homicides. 

• We are now averaging 60,000 illegal and inadmissible aliens a month on our Southern Border. 

• Last month alone, more than 20,000 minors were smuggled into the United States. 

• The immigration court backlog is nearly 800,000 cases. 

• There has been a 2,000 percent increase in asylum claims over the last five years, with the 
largest growth coming from Central America—while around 9 in 10 claims from Central 
American migrants are ultimately rejected by the immigration courts, the applicant has long 
since been released into the interior of the United States. 

• In FY2017, roughly 135,000 illegal and inadmissible family units arrived from Central America. 
Of those, less than 2 percent have been successfully removed from the country due to a 
shortage of resources and glaring loopholes in our federal laws. 

• So far in FY2019, we have seen a 280 percent increase in family units from FY2018. 

• 300 Americans are killed every week from heroin—90 percent of which floods across our 
Southern Border. 

• Illegal immigration is a humanitarian crisis: 1 in 3 migrant women is sexually assaulted on the 
journey northward to the U.S. border; 50 illegal migrants a day are referred for emergency 
medical care; and CBP rescues 4,300 people a year who are in danger and distress. 






what You Need To Know | By the Numbers: The Urgent Border Crisis Facing Our 
Nation 

As Democrats in Congress refuse to provide funding to secure the border, we continue 
to face an urgent crisis of illegal immigration. 

• Over 60,000 migrants have arrived at our border each of the last three months. 

• Of those 60,000, around 85% illegally crossed our border and 15% presented themselves at a 
port of entry without documents. 

Loopholes in our immigration system are enticing more and more illegal alien minors 
and families to flood to our southern border. 

• In recent years, we have seen a staggering increase in the percentage of illegal alien minors and 
illegal alien families crossing our border. 

• Up until 2012, over 90% of arrivals were single adults and the vast majority were from Mexico. 

o In December, family unit aliens and unaccompanied alien minors made up just under 
two-thirds (65%) of all crossings. 

• Last year family unit aliens and unaccompanied alien minors made up 40% of all crossings, far 
surpassing the previous record of 28%. 

Customs and Border Protection is encountering a growing number of children at the 
border and continues to refer a large number for medical care. 

• Customs and Border Protection encountered an estimated 22,000 children last month. 

o Of those 22,000, more 4,000 of them were 5 and under. 

• Border Patrol is referring approximately 50 cases a day to medical providers. 

o Border Patrol referred more than 80 cases to a medical provider just on December 26^^. 

• From December 22 through December 30, Border Patrol referred 451 cases to a medical 
provider, the majority of whom were children. 

o Border Patrol referred 259 children to a medical provider. 

o 129 under the age of 5, 88 between the ages of 6 and 14, and 42 between the ages of 15 to

If we have technology used 
to keep our border safe. All of that is fine.” 

• Rep. Steny Hoyer (D-MD) When asked about a wall working responds “Obviously they work”. 

• Rep. Debbie Dingell (D-MI): “You would be surprised at the amount of money people are willing 
to put into border security and it would contain many things.... If there are places that some kind 
of barrier should be part of it, then that’s part of it.” 

• Asked if the Democratic House leadership is willing to spend $5.7 billion on a wall or border 
security. House Majority Whip Jim Clyburn (D-SC): “We maybe, so as long as there’s supporting 
evidence that that’s what’s required.”

BORDER SECURITY 

"To every member of Congress: Pass a bill that ends this crisis. To every citizen: Call Congress and tell them to 
finally, after all of these decades, secure our border. This is a choice between right and wrong, justice and 
injustice. This is about whether we fulfill our sacred duty to the American citizens we serve."- President 
Donald J. Trump 


PRESIDENTIAL LEADERSHIP: President Donald J. Trump is showing strong leadership by 
working with Congress to find a solution to reopen our government and secure the border. 

• The President is solving the decades old problem of border security. 

• The negotiation team tasked by President Trump has been working with Republicans and 
Democrats to find a compromise to reopen the government while providing border security. 














• The President is bringing together the best ideas from both sides to come up with solution to a 
complex problem. 

RESPONSIBLE GOVERNMENT FUNDING: The bipartisan and common sense legislation 
proposed by President Trump will reopen our government and secure the border. 

• $5.7 billion to fund a steel barrier system, including embedded investments in technology and 
roads, on our southern border in the priority areas cited by Border Patrol.

32,284 families and unaccompanied children. Just six months prior. Border Patrol 
apprehended only 13,164 families and unaccompanied children. 

• The country still faces serious immigration issues that need a permanent solution, including 
interior enforcement, asylum reform, worksite verification, the 11 million people living in the 
country unlawfully, and moving toward a merit-based immigration system. 

o Once the government is open and the immediate crisis is addressed. President Trump 
will hold weekly bipartisan meetings to reform our immigration system.

• $800 million to fund enhanced medical support, transportation, consumable supplies, and 
additional temporary facilities necessary to ensure the well-being of those taken into custody. 

IMMIGRATION ENFORCEMENT: Congress must fund additional immigration 
detention beds and law enforcement personnel. 



• $571 million for 2,000 additional Immigration and Customs Enforcement personnel to enforce 
immigration laws, combat gang violence, catch drug smugglers and stop human traffickers. 

• $4.2 billion to support 52,000 detention beds, personnel, alternatives to detention, and 
transportation to address the recent surge in illegal immigration across the Southern Border— 
an increase of $798 million over the Committee bill. 

• At least $563 million for 75 additional Immigration judges and support staff to reduce the 
backlog of pending immigration cases. 

o President Trump will work with Congress to facilitate expanded in-country processing of 
refugee claims. 


ICYMI I President Trump Sends a Letter on Border Security to Congress 

On January 4, President Trump sent a letter to Members of Congress on the need to secure the 
border. The President also attached a presentation from Secretary of Homeland Security Kirstjen 
Nielsen, which is outlined below.

As the presentation makes clear, current funding levels, resources, and authorities are woefully 
inadequate to meet the scope of the problem. We are no longer in a status quo situation at the 
Southern Border but in a crisis situation. Status quo funding is not enough. 

• In fiscal year (FY) 2018,17,000 adults at the border with existing criminal records were 
arrested by Customs and Border Protection (CBP) and border agents. 

• In FY2017 and FY2018, ICE officers arrested approximately 235,000 aliens on various criminal 
charges or convictions within the interior of the United States—including roughly 100,000 for 
assault, 30,000 for sex crimes, and 4,000 for homicides. 

• We are now averaging 60,000 illegal and inadmissible aliens a month on our Southern Border. 

• Last month alone, more than 20,000 minors were smuggled into the United States. 

• The immigration court backlog is nearly 800,000 cases. 

• There has been a 2,000 percent increase in asylum claims over the last five years, with the 
largest growth coming from Central America—while around 9 in 10 claims from Central 
American migrants are ultimately rejected by the immigration courts, the applicant has long 
since been released into the interior of the United States. 

• In FY2017, roughly 135,000 illegal and inadmissible family units arrived from Central America. 
Of those, less than 2 percent have been successfully removed from the country due to a 
shortage of resources and glaring loopholes in our federal laws. 

• So far in FY2019, we have seen a 280 percent increase in family units from FY2018. 

• 300 Americans are killed every week from heroin—90 percent of which floods across our 
Southern Border. 

• Illegal immigration is a humanitarian crisis: 1 in 3 migrant women is sexually assaulted on the 
journey northward to the U.S. border; 50 illegal migrants a day are referred for emergency 
medical care; and CBP rescues 4,300 people a year who are in danger and distress. 






what You Need To Know | By the Numbers: The Urgent Border Crisis Facing Our 
Nation 

As Democrats in Congress refuse to provide funding to secure the border, we continue 
to face an urgent crisis of illegal immigration. 

• Over 60,000 migrants have arrived at our border each of the last three months. 

• Of those 60,000, around 85% illegally crossed our border and 15% presented themselves at a 
port of entry without documents.

Frequently Asked Questions 

Why am I receiving this invitation? Who is inviting me? The White House Office of Intergovernmental Affairs 
serves as the primary liaison between the White House and state, county, local, and tribal governments. The office 
focuses on building and maintaining relationships with state and local officials. Part of this process includes 
welcoming the country’s state and local leaders to the White House for events, such as this one. Should you have 
any questions about this event, please contact White House Intergovernmental Affairs. 

What information do I need to submit in order to attend? The registration link will outline the information 
you are required to submit in order to register to attend. Please do not fill out this information if you cannot attend. 
The information you submit must exactly match that of your government issued identification that you will be 
required to present to Secret Service before entering White House grounds. 

What are the breakout sessions? How do I register? The breakout discussion sessions will follow briefings 
from cabinet and administration officials. Three sessions are tentatively planned on pertinent issues impacting 
cities and localities with the option to attend two of the three. More information will be forthcoming following 
formal registration for the event.

How do I get around Washington, D.C.? For travel and transportation in Washington, D.C., taxies and ride 
sharing services are readily available.
